rïA DireelOr Admiral Stans- 
field Turner, personejly deliv- 
ored n letter to Senator Daniël 
liiotjye. ehatrman of the Sonate 
Intelligente Committeer in which 
he volunlcered to lustify on the 
subject 'at the earliest oppnrtu- 
nity.'' 

The tost of Turner 's iét tor said 
the newly uncovered documents 
deal with: 

•Research on suneptitiüus Eae- 
ereü methods of adminïsLering 
drugs; 

•Ksperimemation on persons 
who werf drug addicts ar alcohol¬ 
ica: 

•Research on o knoekout or 
“K drug thiH invnlved advanced 
ca neer p attents; 

•A possiblf improper payiuent 
to an uhnamed private mstitu- 
tion. 

The letter said the documents 
pointed to "possibJe additïonal 
cases of drugs being tested on 
American düzens without their 
knowledge, bevond these docu- 
mented by the Select Se na te 
Committee on Intdligence Activ- 
ttïes in 1975.

Mïnules after the three pïain 
wooden coffïns were hrmded 
over, North Korean auihoriiies 
also released the sole American 
survïvor of the incident, Chief 
Warrent Officer Glenn Schwanke. 
Schwanke. pale, weary. with 
scratches on hLs face and neck 
and a slight swelling across his 
forehead, limped under his own 
power ocross the demarcalion 

iine. 

Both North Korean and Ameri¬ 
can military authorilies admtt the 
U.S, helicopter infiltrated and 
imruded upon North Korean air 
spaco. 

According to an official North 
Korean broadcasl monilored in 


Tükyo. Schwanke made n public 
apology in the cily of Kaesong 
af jout fïve hours before his 
release. 

The broadcasl said Schwanke 
prornised not to mtrude into 
North Korean territory again, 
telling rep<^rter> he had recejvéd 
nu-dical aid and was generaJJy 
well-ireated during his caplivity 

Schwanke was quoted as 
saying the other three Americans 
wou ld bo alivé tf they had not 
tried lo escape North Korean 
troops, 

Based on fragmentary and 
sometimes corinicting accounts 
from Carter administriUion of¬ 
ficials anti earlïer North Korean 
broodcasts, lhe incident can be

The number of pêrsons below 
the poverty levd aJso increased 
beefluse the average annuul un- 
employment rato rosé from 5.6 
per cent in 1974 to 8,3 per cent in 
1975, and the number of persons 
who exhausied their unernploy- 
ment bcmafVlu mcre tisecl from, Vwo 
mWWnn in 197 4 to \ % mUUmi in 
1975, statistica show.

'This does nol mean that our 
paren Li are not involved in the 
struggle.

“This is nol jusi a student 
struggle although the studente 
are in Lhe leadership.

City jail-s, already the scene of 
one serusetess dealh, rcm&in in 
critical condition foliowing the 
arrest of 3,77b persons during 
last week s 25-hour power black* 
out. 

Berkley Millcr, 37, who had 
been in detention for nearly a 
week foUowing his arrest on 
allegcd looting charges, was 
found dead of a liver aihncnt in 
the basement of the Brooklyn 
House of Detcntion last Wednes- 
day. Like thousends of others, 

?<,!illL*r was forced to endure 
unbelievably crowded conditiona 
ïn jail foliowïng the sweeping 
arrests of primoriiy Black and 
Latino pcople du ring the city's 
pow er failure. 

The infamous Tombs, [Man- 
halian House of Detcntirm), 
which was cïosed in 197-1 nfter a 
forïeral court order was issued, 
was tempörarily reopened lo 
accommodate a massive influx of 
pri.Honers, many of whom have 
yet to be arraigned. 

Coupled with a heat wave that 
is sweeping the Eastern and 
Mid we stern sectiona of the nu- 
Lion, the sittMtioh in New York 
jails ia Ijkt? n tinder box ready to 
bursl inlo flames, as jail officials 
admil. 

On Lhe third floor of the 
Manhattan Criminal Court Build¬ 
ing, men and women are packed 
intn separate, rat-infestéd cclls 
with no veniüation in the 90 
degrec-plus weather. Both men 
and women, pucked 2Öür more in- 
to small cells, are forced tn sleep 
on the floor in the filthy, over- 
crowdod cells.

Peter Tufo. chuirroan of the 
city's Board of Correclions. read- 
ily udmits, ‘ There cenainly has 
heen a violaLion of Constiiutional 
rights. The re wasn't any advance 
waming, anylime to make pre- 
paraüons. We are defmitdy 
hnrnpered by a lack of food, 
mattresses and lUtcn," 

Present|y, hundreds of people 
are stül in jail w f aiting to be 
arraigned. Due to the power 
failurc many art- heing held on no 
hail as pari of the cmnputer 
system holding coim records has 
heen fouled up, the Times 
reports. 

A Board of Correct ion s spokes- 
person, Philip Leshin, summed 
the Hituation up by saying, 1 Tt’s a 
tiightmare, it's Énhumnno, hut we 
can i du anyihing about it '' ‘

jail conditinns and judicia! abuse, 
According to the New York 
Times, eight times ns many 
persons were arrested than in the 
city’s 1964 and 196S Black 
rebel lions. 

The power in New York was out 
for 25 hours — from Ö:30 n.m. to 
9:30 a.m. the next day — and 
caused an estimated Sl hillion in 
losses. The blackout, proloog cd 
partij by the incompetence of 
Cnn Edison, has been called the 
worsl disaster ïn New York's 
history. 

Again. the city's Black and 
pmir have suffered the most as 
many hated merchants whose 
bu si nesse s werè looted have 
siated thoy wïII not return. While 
Mayor Abe Boa me and state and 
fcdcrai officials are quick to 
offer relief to the city’s busi- 
nesses and Corporation^, there 
hus been no Udk of aid for the 
city's huge, depressed poverty- 
strieken communities. 

A high nanking police official 
offsred this analysis of the 
reactiön of the city’s poor In the 
power failure: 

"The pntnl is, we have a lot of 
people. unemployed or underem- 
ployed, inadequately housed. 

Wc have ereated o löTge closs of 
poor disafferted pcople who have 
no place lo go and it's a mess. 
New York is slipjping and sliding 
dowtiward slowly. . ,ji kind of 
slow drift as we becüme inured to 
this invisible cancer." 

A Times reporter, inlervicwing 
youlh on the streel aftcr the 
blackout, gained ei clear picture of 
how looiers virwed their act ion s. 


One youth. Carlos. when asked 
hoW business men wc re going Ki 
support their families while they 
aivaited aid . rospond ed; 

’T don't knnw Maybo they 
will sec whal it's like to have 
noLhing and nothïng to do, . ,Look 
man. we con’t gei no jobs and oor 
families are hurling Théy (the 
mcrchantsl cun take it and we 
cant." 

Another tcenoge girl com- 
mented that sht tiidn't think the 
looting was as seriops as "some 
of the crimes the rich do all the 
time and get away with. 

"Thcy didn’L doanything. she 
said, "to thaL man thm robbed all 
Lliose old folks in his uld folks' 
home. They ncvt r do anything if 
you are rich or a politician. 

' ‘Some of those stores de- 
sen^ed to be ripped off," she 
continued, ' because they cheat 
us all the time charging high 
pricea for junk," 

One businessman. DavcGeller, 
shot an unnmied Black man+ Tom 
Morris, and was quickly dearedl 
by police. Neighbarhaod rest- 
dents we re ineens cd by the fart 
that Morris, 34, had not even 
touched the door to Geller's drug 
store. 

Holen Jarvis, president of n 
locnl tenants’ organist ion, said, 
"After whnl happened the other 
night. you can bet he (Geiler) 
won't be around loog Me ‘s one of 
the guys that bas been screwing 
this ncighborhood for too long. 

Morris, reports the Chicogo 
Sun -Ti mes. was the city’s only 
homicidc victim during the entire 
blackout,
